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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the Applicant argues that Mann does not discloses 
"safety limits" or a "range of safety". However as previously indicated by the examiner, Mann does discloses a maximum tolerable level of 
treatment, which the examiner considers to be a safety limit. Furthermore, the Applicant attempts to distinguish how "tolerable" or 
"tolerability" is different from "safety" by employing paragraph 182. However, the examiner maintains that the definition of "safety" or "safety 
limits" do not exclude "tolerable or tolerability". Furthermore, such limitations (to exclude tolerable or tolerability) can not be construed upon 
the claims when not recited in the claims. The applicant has not set forth any special definition of "safety" or "safety limits" and therefore 
the claims must be taken in their broadest reasonable interpretation. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features 
upon which applicant relies (i.e., "safety limits" or "range of safety" differ from "tolerability" or "tolerable to the patient") are not recited in the 
rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the 
claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Therefore, should the Applicant wish to indicate that the safety limits are not equated with tolerable or tolerability, the examiner 
encourages the Applicant to reflect this in the claims as long as it is supported by the specification. 
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
